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A New Strain of Delphiniums 
Gregory’s “Ruby Red Wonder” Delphiniums 


This is a beautiful new strain of delphiniums which has never been on 
the market before. It has produced some remarkable delphiniums in a rich 
glowing “Ruby Red” color. The florets are large and of wonderful substance, 
while the plants are husky growers. The pinks are a soft pastel shade which 
1s lovely. This strain was described in an article about “Pink Delphiniums” 
which was published in Popular Gardening in September, 1951. 


Mr. Gregory gives us a brief interesting history of his strain. 


“I began hybridizing some 25 years ago as a hobby. About 20 years ago 
I was able to cross the “Cardinale” with an unusual looking garden hybrid 
of a pinkish orchid color which faded rather badly in the sunlight. Of many 
seeds planted from that cross, but two developed into plants. The germina- 
tion of seeds from these two plants the following year was excellent, and 
the foliage of the developed plants carried some of the “cardinale” charac- 
teristics with a rather good semi-double flower that held fairly well in the 
sun. 


“Since that time it has been a matter of selection and crossing and I 
also used some of the best pinkish and rose orchid shades that were on the 
market at that time. These crosses have beer continually crossed back on 
the second generation of my original cross which is a sturdy plant. I have 
kept some of these as long as fourteen years. 


“Hach year some special improvement seems to develop which has kept 
my interest to the point that I have continued. 


“Two years ago a few outstanding flowers developed both as to color 
and to size of flower and spike. The color in both the pinkish tone, and the 
Ruby Red is much more intense and seems to hold the color quite a little 
better in the sun. 


“These delphiniums have now reached the point where I feel they will 
make a most satisfactory plant in any garden so I have decided to let 
SWAYNE’S put them on the market. I have known the Swaynes, and knew 
Mr. Pudor for many years and have used many of their outstanding whites 
in crosses which I have made.”

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BEGONIA CULTURE 


The dormant period of the tuber is in the winter, and in the spring the tuber will form sprouts. 
We therefore discourage too early delivery, being convinced that if started a little later they will 
start quicker and prove far more satisfactory. 

IT IS OF THE UTMOST IMPORTANCE THAT A SPROUT APPEAR BEFORE THE TUBER IS 
PLANTED. 

You may move your tubers to a warm, dark place to induce earlier sprouting. Placing un- 
sprouted tubers in damp soil or peat moss is not advisable as they will sprout without dampness, 
with less danger of loss. 

The sprouted tubers should be placed in shallow containers in a mixture of leaf mold and 
sand, or of finely divided peat. Cover iubers completely, leaving only the tips of the sprouts 
showing, as the roots develop from the top and sides of tubers. After planting the tubers should be 
well watered and should not be watered again until they show dryness. It is important that the 
tuber develop a good root system before potting, or setting out in your garden. They may attain 
four or five inches before they are moved. 

After planting the plant is lightly watered and is not watered again until the soil shows dry- 
ness. As the plant develops, watering will become more frequent; however a simple rule is to 
WATER ONLY WHEN THE SOIL SHOWS DRYNESS.

DAHLIA CULTURE 


Dahlias thrive in any good garden soil which is well drained. Compost or well rotted cow 
manure will add desired humus to the soil, but DO NOT allow the manure to come in direct con- 
tact with the tubers. They like a sunny location and water only when the ground is quite dry and 


then soak it thoroughly. 


Plant when danger of frost is past; and set a stake beside each tuber. Plant tubers horizontally 
with eye” or sprout facing up, from 4 to 6 inches deep.
